and  approved  by  the  Grantham  Planning  Board  May  2,  1985. 

Article  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  action 
taken  by  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  11,  1980,  in  Article  29,  to 
correct  the  reference  of  RSA  155- A  to  RSA  155-E,  so  that  the 
amended  article  shall  read: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  the  Selectmen  to 
act  as  regulators  of  RSA-155E,  a  legislative  act  pertaining

The  Center  would  be  operated  by  a  non-profit  cor- 
poration comprised  of  the  users. 

b:  Do  you  support  the  changing  of  the  County's  Fiscal  Year 
from  January  through  December  to  July  through  June?

staggered  terms,  to  provide  continuity  on  the  Board? 

Article  29:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen 
to  immediately  acquire  by  lease  or  rental  a  vault  of  sufficient 
size  and  security  to  safely  store  Town  Records,  and  to  remove  all 
sensitive  and  historic  Records  from  the  present  building.  This 
move  will  substantially  reduce  our  exposure  to  the  imminent 
danger  of  catastrophic  loss  by  fire  or  other  natural  or  felonious 
disaster  as  the  Records  are  now  stored. 
(By  petition) 

Article  30:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Computer 
Policy  and  Review  Committee.  This  AD  HOC  committee  shall  be  made 
up  of  three  experienced  computer  users  or  operators  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  serve  a  term  of  one  year,  and  shall  be  charged 
with  the  task  of  reviewing  and  assessing  the  present  and  future 
data  processing  needs  of  the  Town.  The  committee  shall  report 
its  findings  to  the  Town  at  the  next  Town  Meeting,  and  peri- 
odically to  the  Selectmen  as  needs  change.  The  committee's 
recommendations  shall  guide  the  Selectmen  in  the  matter  of  any 
hardware,  firmware  and  software  purchases  in  the  future. 
(By  petition) 

Article  31:  To  hear  the  reports  of  Officers,  Agents,  and  Com- 
mittees heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  32:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

No  was  the 
vote.   The  article  was  DEFEATED. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Malcolm  Hastings  to  remove  Article  16  from  table. 
Seconded  by  Shirley  Curtis.  101  vote  cast.  Yes  43  No  58.  Articles 
16  stays  on  the  table.

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1988  NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Newport  Ambulance  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Grantham  for  their  support 
in  1988.  We  also  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Grantham  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  and  especially  the  Grantham  FAST  Squad,  for  their  highly  professional 
assistance  whenever  it  was  needed.  In  1988  they  assisted  us  in  handling  51  calls  for 
service. 

1988  was  a  year  for  rebuilding  our  attendant  roster,  for  improving  the  skills  of 
our  members,  and  for  implementing  the  newly  created  full-time  Director's  position. 

Our  department  now  has,  in  addition  to  the  Director,  a  staff  of  12  dedicated 
and  well-trained  attendants  on  call.  These  individuals  provide  efficient  service  and 
skilled  emergency  medical  care  to  our  community.  In  addition,  they  attend  volun- 
tary training  seminars  on  their  own  time,  maintain  primary  incomes  outside  the  depart- 
ment, and  manage  to  find  a  few  hours  now  and  then  for  their  personal  lives.  At  pre- 
sent, all  attendants  are  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  or  are  preparing  for  advance- 
ment to  that  level.  Several  members  of  the  department  are  maintaining  advanced  life 
support  skills  which  can  save  valuable  minutes  in  the  treatment  of  serious  medical 
emergencies. 

A  1986  Ford  Ambulance,  voted  last  year,  was  put  into  service  shortly  after  Town 
Meeting.  The  vehicle  was  a  sales  demonstrator  and  was  never  in  service  prior  to  pur- 
chase by  this  department.  It  has  proved  to  be  a  good  investment  financially,  has  per- 
formed reliably,  and  has  suited  the  needs  of  the  service  well. 

We  feel  confident  that  our  efforts  of  1988  will  help  us  to  provide  faster,  more 
efficient  and  technically  superior  care  to  the  community  in  the  upcoming  year. 

The  members  of  Newport  Ambulance  remind  you  that  CPR  saves  lives.  Working 
together,  we  can  make  a  difference.

GRANTHAM  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

1988  Annual  Report 

The  Grantham  Cemetery  Commission  met  four  times  in  1988  to  discuss  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  all  of  the  cemeteries  in  town.  The  Cemetery  Trustees  met  with 
Administrative  Assistant  John  Wheeler,  Town  Custodian  Wanda  Hastings,  Road 
Agent  Mike  Traegde.  Connie  Howard  served  as  clerk.  We  have  also  met  with  the 
selectmen  on  budget  matters. 

Due  to  the  work  load  of  the  road  agent,  it  was  agreed  that  the  town  custodian 
would  be  in  charge  of  cemetery  care  this  year.  We  discovered  early  in  the  year  that 
our  1988  budget  was  based  on  incomplete  figures  for  1987.  It  was  agreed  to  delay 
restoration  of  the  bluestone  driveway  at  the  Memorial  Cemetery  and  apply  these  funds 
toward  mowing  wages,  etc. 

Thanks  to  careful  planning  and  the  dedicated  work  of  Wanda  and  her  crew, 
our  cemeteries  were  in  excellent  condition  in  time  for  Memorial  Weekend.  The  land- 
scaping at  the  new  monument  at  the  Memorial  Cemetery  was  in  place  as  well.  Survey 
work  was  also  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Plans  to  clean  up  Leavitt  Hill  and  Grantham  Mountain  Cemeteries  did  not 
materialize.  Both  cemeteries  were  visited  and  we  hope  work  will  progress  next  summer. 

Charles  Moore  III  did  a  commendable  service  project  for  Grantham  as  part  of 
his  preparation  for  his  Eagle  Scout  program.  He  spent  many  hours  making  ar- 
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rangements,  supervising  and  working  to  accomplish  the  goals  of  his  project.  This 
included  clearing  a  path  to  the  Fisher  Cemetery,  removing  brush  and  debris  from 
the  Brown  and  Hill  Dale  Cemeteries,  mapping  and  listing  the  graves  in  these  cemeteries, 
procuring  and  placing  signs  marking  the  Brown  and  Fisher  Cemeteries.  The  Cemetery 
Trustees  and  Selectmen  deeply  appreciated  the  work  that  was  done  and  sent  letters 
of  recommendation  to  his  Scoutmaster.  Charles  did  become  an  Eagle  Scout  in 
December. 

A  new  sign  has  been  placed  near  the  entrance  to  the  Leavitt  Hill  Cemetery.  A 
Leavitt  Family  descendant,  Mr.  Keith  Leavitt  from  Columbia,  Missouri,  helped  in- 
stall the  sign.  He  also  gave  a  contribution  toward  restoring  this  cemetery. 

We  request  your  support  for  the  1989  Budget  which  reflects  more  accurate  costs 
of  maintaining  our  cemeteries.  It  also  includes  funds  for  some  improvements.  The 
driveway  at  Memorial  Cemetery  needs  bluestone  and  Dunbar  Hill  Cemetery  may  need 
landscaping  when  the  Gray  Ledges  road  construction  is  completed.  A  fence  around 
the  Hastings  Cemetery  on  Burpee  Hill  should  also  be  installed  to  comply  with  State 
RSA  289.6  "to  provide  and  maintain  around  all  such  cemeteries  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient fence  and  to  supply  the  same  with  necessary  gates." 

In  this  age  of  ever  increasing  maintenance  costs,  which  in  turn  increase  our  pro- 
perty taxes,  it  seems  appropriate  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  more  Trust  Funds 
to  provide  interest  income  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  our  cemeteries.  We  ap- 
peal to  families  with  relatives  buried  in  our  older  cemeteries  to  consider  contributing 
to  a  Trust  Fund  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Hill  Dale  and  Dunbar  Hill 
Cemeteries  to  insure  respectful  preservation  in  years  to  come.  We  would  also  welcome 
contributions  of  time  and  money  to  help  preserve  our  other  old  graveyards. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  which  presently  generate 
some  $1,100  annually.  There  are  four  types  of  funds. 

1.  Perpetual  Care  of  designated  lots  -  (24).  Income  from  these  funds  are 
difficult  to  administer. 

2.  Perpetual  Care  of  specific  family  lots  with  any  unused  income  toward 
maintaining  the  entire  cemetery  -  (2).  Income  can  be  withdrawn 
annually. 

3.  General  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  for  specific  cemeteries  -  one  for  East 
Grantham,  one  for  Memorial.  Income  can  be  withdrawn  annually. 

4.  Memorial  Cemetery  Lot  Trust  Funds  are  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  the  entire  cemetery  and  income  can  be  withdrawn  annually.  (33) 

We  have  begun  working  on  establishing  a  set  of  regulations  outlining  the  duties 
of  a  cemetery  sexton,  guidelines  for  cemetery  care  and  maintenance,  and  cemetery 
trustees  responsibilities. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  Charles  Moore  III  for  his  cons- 
cientious completion  of  his  Eagle  project.  We  thank  Wanda  Hastings  for  her  deter- 
mination and  dedication  in  keeping  the  cemeteries  in  excellent  condition  in  spite  of 
limited  resources.  We  also  thank  the  families  who  take  such  good  care  of  their  lots. 

The  cemetery  trustees  welcome  suggestions,  concerns  and  support  that  will  help 
us  provide  attractive,  well  maintained  cemeteries  in  Grantham.

GRANTHAM  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
Annual  Report  for  1988 

The  Grantham  Conservation  Commission  held  eleven  regular  meetings  in  1988. 
We  met  with  the  Selectmen,  the  Long-Range  Plan  for  Town  Owned  Property  group, 
and  wetland  permit  applicants.  Three  members  attended  the  New  Hampshire  Associa- 
tion of  Conservation  Commissions  Annual  Meeting.  Our  members  did  on-site  in- 
spections of  seven  wetlands  applications  and  made  recommendations  to  the  NH 
Wetlands  Board.  We  also  made  inspections  of  wetlands  alleged  or  reported  viola- 
tions and  concerns  that  were  called  to  our  attention  by  selectmen  and  others  and 
reported  to  appropriate  agencies.  The  chairperson  attended  the  Planning  Board 
meetings  and  two  members  served  on  the  Zoning  Ordinance  Draft  Committee.  Some 
members  attended  information  meetings  of  the  Trust  for  NH  Lands  and  Land  Con- 
servation Investment  Program. 

Mr.  Bob  Chamberlin,  land  agent  for  Trust  for  NH  Lands  met  with  us  relative 
to  the  Reney  heirs'  property  and  Sherwood  Forest.  Letters  of  recommendation  and 
a  plan  for  monitoring  the  conservation  easement  on  Flewelling's  Sherwood  Forest 
property  were  submitted.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  LCIP  accepted  the  Flewel- 
ling's application  in  December  and  the  town  will  receive  the  easement  as  soon  as  the 
details  are  completed. 
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We  promoted  the  Youth  Conservation  Camp  with  Justin  Bitler  attending.  He 
was  most  appreciative  of  this  opportunity.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  the  local  businesses 
and  individuals  who  provided  funds  for  his  tuition. 

Some  progress  was  made  in  developing  Brookside  Park.  The  entrance  to  the  park- 
ing area  was  improved.  The  area  was  a  lunch-break  site  for  workers  during  the  summer. 

Legislation  passed  in  1988  relative  to  waste  disposal  prompted  us  to  request  an 
ad  hoc  committee  to  work  on  developing  a  program  of  recycling.  We  support  the 
articles  being  presented  at  Town  Meeting  and  solicit  your  support — both  by  voting 
for  funding  and  by  voluntarily  sorting  your  trash  and  depositing  it  in  the  appropriate 
bins. 

RSA  79-A:25  which  allows  towns  to  vote  to  deposit  revenue  collected  pursuant 
to  Land  Use  Change  Tax  (current  use  penalty)  to  the  Conservation  Fund  was  discussed 
and  an  article  appears  on  the  Warrant  for  your  consideration.  If  passed,  this  would 
allow  the  Conservation  Commission  to  accumulate  funds  which  could  be  available 
for  the  protection  of  property  or  development  rights  which  would  be  of  value  to  the 
town.  We  would  also  appreciate  your  support  in  designating  a  portion  of  the  funds 
received  in  1988  for  Current  Use  Change  Tax  in  the  Conservation  Fund.  (If  we  had 
funds  available  a  couple  of  years  ago,  we  might  have  been  able  to  purchase  the  "old 
fairgrounds  lot"  which  is  in  the  midst  of  Brookside  Park.  As  it  now  stands,  this  will 
be  the  site  of  Hastings  Construction  Company.) 

We  have  received  a  request  from  the  Connecticut  River  Resource  Commission, 
established  in  1987,  to  cooperate  with  them  in  planning  for  and  guiding  the  develop- 
ment of  the  recreational,  tourist,  commercial  and  residential  uses  of  the  valley.  We 
will  be  encouraging  emphasis  on  watershed-wide  support  as  opposed  to  concentrating 
on  the  river  itself. 

The  Selectment  awarded  a  contract  for  cutting  marked  timber  in  the  town  forest. 
Income  from  this  project  is  being  added  to  the  Conservation  Fund  as  it  is  received. 
The  job  was  interrupted  by  muddy  roads,  but,  hopefully,  will  be  completed  this  winter. 

We  will  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Selectmen,  Recy- 
cling Committee,  Zoning  Board,  State  Agencies  and  others  to  protect  our  natural 
resources,  attempt  to  improve  our  town  forests,  improve  and  promote  Brookside  Park, 
and  encourage  good  stewardship  of  the  place  we  claim  as  our  hometown.

GRANTHAM  VOLUNTEER  F.A.S.T.  SQUAD 
1988  Annual  Report 

The  Grantham  Volunteer  F.A.S.T.  Squad  grew  in  size  during  1988  and  responded 
to  36  calls.  Eighteen  were  accidents,  15  were  private  home  calls  due  to  illness,  two 
were  fires,  and  one  was  the  forest  fire  in  the  Dunbar  Hill  area. 

We  welcomed  Joey  Bard,  Teresa  Bagley,  Donald  Glidden,  Andy  and  JoAnn  Pur- 
dy  as  regular  members,  and  Steve  Bailey  and  Stewart  Adams  as  part-time  members. 
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The  part-time  members  serve  when  they  are  in  town  working  as  police  or  security 
officers.  Two  members,  Eileen  Sargent  and  Marcia  Smith,  are  certified  EMTs.  We 
were  sorry  to  lose  one  of  our  non-medical  members,  Jean  Lebow  who  died  of  cancer. 
Janet  Mattson  resigned  when  she  moved  out  of  town.  Steve  Jordan  requested  inac- 
tive status  due  to  a  heavy  schedule  involving  him  in  other  town  related  business. 

The  names  of  Mose  Sanville,  Steve  Jordan  and  Veronica  Pillsbury  have  been 
submitted  to  the  State  of  NH  as  persons  authorized  to  drive  the  F.A.S.T.  vehicle 
in  addition  to  licensed  members  who  have  a  minimum  of  "Advanced  Life  Support 
Certification." 

The  F.A.S.T.  Squad  sponsored  a  First  Responder  Course  in  April  and  May  which 
was  taught  by  Mr.  Brian  Tracey  from  Newport.  The  course  was  well  attended  with 
all  of  the  new  members  completing  the  course.  People  from  surrounding  towns  also 
participated  and  completed  the  course.  Members  were  reimbursed  for  their  tuition 
by  either  the  F.A.S.T.  Squad  or  Fire  Department  budgets.  The  new  members  were 
given  equipment  to  set  up  their  personal  First- Aid  Kits  including  blood  pressure  cuffs, 
pocket  masks,  pagers  and  other  supplies. 

In  addition  to  responding  to  emergency  calls,  the  F.A.S.T.  Squad  has  attended 
some  of  the  Fire  Department  Training  Sessions  to  acquaint  them  with  new  equip- 
ment and  procedures  for  various  types  of  fires  and  other  emergencies  including  hazar- 
dous materials. 

Fund  raising  activities  included  a  10-week  raffle,  selling  snacks  at  a  Softball  Field 
Day,  blood  pressure  taking  at  the  Firemen's  Auction  and  private  donations  by  ap- 
preciative individuals. 

Squad  members  purchased  t-shirts  with  a  "Grantham  F.A.S.T.  Squad"  emblem. 
A  Christmas  party  was  held  at  the  Fire  Station  with  members  bringing  the  food  ex- 
cept for  a  meat/cheese  platter  funded  by  the  Squad  treasury. 

Officers  elected  at  the  November  17,  1988  meeting  are  listed  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

A  few  tips  on  assisting  the  Squad  members  when  they  respond  to  a  call  should 
be  kept  in  mind  by  every  resident  in  the  town.  We  will  be  most  effective  if  you  follow 
these  important  steps. 

1 .  Give  Newport  Dispatch  (863-3232)  explicit  location  and  direction  to 
your  home/accident  scene.  (In  Eastman,  give  Grid  Number.) 

2.  Give  accurate  nature  of  accident/emergency. 

3.  Turn  on  outisde  lights  and  if  you  are  alone,  unlock  the  door  if 
possible. 

4.  If  available,  send  an  extra  person  to  the  end  of  your  driveway  with  a 
flashlight. 

More  members  would  be  welcomed.  Since  many  of  our  members  work  full-time, 
there  are  times,  especially  during  the  daytime,  when  calls  may  go  unanswered.  We 
invite  you  to  contact  any  officer  if  you  would  like  to  become  a  part  of  this  communi- 
ty service  project.  The  satisfaction  of  helping  to  save  a  life/lives  and  assisting  family 
members  at  the  time  of  crisis  is  well  worth  the  effort. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  supported  the  Grantham  Volunteer  F.A.S.T. 
Squad  during  1988  and  look  forward  to  providing  the  town  with  prompt,  pleasant, 
practical  First  Aid  Stabilization  Teamwork  in  1989.

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GRANTHAM  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Grantham  Volunteer  Fire  Department  responded  to  36  incidents  this  year. 
While  the  number  of  calls  were  down  from  1987,  it  has  still  been  a  busy  year  for 
the  fire  department  and  a  year  of  many  changes.  Among  the  changes  that  took  place 
are  a  new  Chief,  some  new  officers,  new  regulations  from  the  National  Fire  Protec- 
tion Agency  (standard  1500)  which  deals  with  firefighter  safety,  and  S.A.R.A.  title 
III  which  deals  with  disaster  planning  and  the  public's  right  to  know  concerning  hazar- 
dous materials. 

As  the  country  grows,  firefighting  is  becoming  more  and  more  complex.  It  re- 
quires more  training,  equipment  and  recordkeeping  to  keep  pace  with  ever  changing 
needs.

DUNBAR  FREE  LIBRARY 

Annual  Report  -  1988 

Light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel  is  in  sight.  After  four  years  of  coping  with  over- 
crowded conditions  in  the  present  location,  concerned  citizens  of  Grantham  are  looking 
forward  to  moving  back  to  a  renovated  and  enlarged  library  center  at  the  site  on 
Main  Street  where  the  library  was  located  for  many  prior  years.  An  analysis  of  the 
situation  as  it  exists  dictates  that  such  a  move  is  essential. 

1 .  Present  facilities  are  inadequate  for  a  town  library.  There  is  insufficient 
space  to  shelve  books  already  owned  by  the  library.  With  limited  space, 
there  is  no  opportunity  for  insituting  additional  library  services  nor  pro- 
viding traditional  library  amenities. 

2.  The  expanding  population  in  the  elementary  school  requires  that  the  space 
now  taken  up  by  the  library  be  used  for  instructional  purposes. 

3.  The  general  feeling  of  the  townspeople,  many  of  them  long-time  residents 
of  Grantham,  is  that  the  historic  renovated  building  is  the  preferred  struc- 
ture for  a  new  library  facility.  The  consensus  seems  to  be  that  the  sturdy 
old  building  should  be  put  to  good  use  rather  than  allow  it  to  deteriorate 
and  become  a  total  loss  to  the  taxpayers. 

The  library  trustees  interviewed  five  architects  before  selecting  Paul  Trementoz- 
zi  of  Lebanon  as  the  site  designer.  Trementozzi's  plans  for  the  refurbished  library 
are  available  for  inspection  at  the  present  library. 
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As  a  step  toward  auxiliary  funding  for  the  library,  the  trustees  have  formed  a 
chapter  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Many  Grantham  residents  have  already  con- 
tributed to  the  Friends  and  we  expect  that  as  more  people  become  acquainted  with 
the  organization,  membership  will  increase  dramatically.  In  the  spring  of  1988,  Jean 
Lebow,  a  Grantham  resident  and  a  lover  of  books  and  libraries,  passed  away.  In 
her  memory,  friends  established  a  fund,  the  receipts  of  which  are  to  be  used  to  enhance 
the  new  library.  The  present  intent  is  to  establish  a  splendid  memorial  showcase  for 
exhibiting  books,  artifacts,  sculpture  and  memorabilia. 

The  generosity  of  our  clients  is  again  acknowledged  for  gifts  of  magazine  subscrip- 
tions and  the  donation  of  books.  Another  gift,  the  Xerox  copier,  has  proved  to  be 
invaluable  to  all  factions  of  the  citizenry. 

The  Dunbar  Free  Library  joined  with  other  area  libraries  in  the  purchase  of  a 
select  group  of  video  classics  to  be  shared  by  all  member  libraries.  Interest  in  the 
audio-visual  collection  is  apparent  from  the  increased  circulation  of  the  units  available. 
It  is  anticipated  that  additional  selections  will  be  added  to  the  collection. 

With  the  evident  support  of  the  town,  the  prospect  for  the  DFL  look  bright. 

At  present  the  library  is  located  in  the  Grantham  Elementary  School.  The  hours 
are:  Monday  9-noon;  Wednesday  9-noon,  2-4:30,  6:30-8:30;  Saturday  9-noon.

GRANTHAM  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Grantham  Planning  Board  met  for  12  monthly  meetings  and  eight  work 
sessions  during  1988. 

During  the  meetings,  the  Planning  Board  acted  on  Sawyer  Brook  Plaza  and  Gran- 
tham Suites,  major  developments  in  town.  The  Ledges  had  final  approval  and  two 
of  these  three  are  well  under  way  with  Grantham  Suites  projected  for  a  spring  start. 

Before  he  left  the  Planning  Board,  Mr.  John  Hargreaves  appointed  Bob  Weiss 
to  head  a  Zoning  Committee  to  prepare  an  Ordinance  for  submittal  to  the  Town 
Meeting  in  March  of  1989.  Mr.  Weiss'  committee  was  comprised  of  Shirley  Curtis, 
Milt  Goldberg,  Connie  Howard,  Mike  Reney,  Barbara  Roll,  with  John  Wheeler  our 
Selectmen's  assistant. 
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Draft  #9  was  presented  to  the  Planning  Board  at  our  August  1988  meeting.  After 
review  by  UVLSC  and  our  Town  Counsel,  Planning  Board  and  Zoning  Committee 
held  many  meetings  over  the  last  five  or  six  months. 

As  you  all  know  the  Ordinance  was  presented  at  a  public  hearing  on  December 
8,  1988.  After  much  discussion,  some  pro  and  some  con,  the  meeting  was  adjourned 
and  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Zoning  Committee  went  back  to  work  on  the 
Ordinance. 

Today,  March  7,  1989,  the  Town  of  Grantham  is  asked  to  consider  this  Ordinance. 
The  Planning  Board  strongly  suggests  adoption  of  same.  For  the  protection  and  preser- 
vation of  our  town  we  need  guidelines  for  growth  and  we  sincerely  believe  this  is 
a  good  start. 

The  Grantham  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  citizens  who  came  to  us  with 
concerns  and  suggestions  and  we  ask  for  your  continued  interest  and  participation 
as  we  continue  to  work  together  for  the  good  of  all.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

I  have  just  completed  my  first  year  as  your  new  Chief  of  Police,  and  largely 
because  of  the  help  received  from  many  of  you  and  from  your  selectmen,  it  has  been 
a  very  successful  one.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  I  asked  many  of  you  what  your 
concerns  were  for  the  town,  and  based  on  those  conversations  I  made  a  list  of  goals 
to  accomplish  during  1988.  I  am  very  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  we  exceeded  our 
projections  in  almost  all  of  the  areas  where  you  voiced  the  most  concern.  Some  of 
those  goals  which  affect  most  of  you  were: 

•  During  the  last  year  excess  speeding  on  Route  10  through  town  has  been  cut  con- 
siderably, and  accidents  are  down  over  50%  from  what  they  were  last  year. 

•  The  value  of  property  stolen  during  the  year  was  about  $15,000,  and  over  $14,000 
of  that  has  been  recovered. 

•  We  have  established  a  much  more  "visible"  law  enforcement  presence  in  the  com- 
munity, especially  to  passers-through. 

•  We  are  taking  a  pro-active  stance  with  your  children,  initiating  bicycle  safety  pro- 
grams, Halloween  safety  awareness  education,  "Officer  Phil"  drug  education  pro- 
grams, and  visits  by  officers  to  the  school. 

•  Problems  with  ATV's  and  snowmobiles  are  now  responded  to  quickly,  followed 
through  on,  and  complaining  residents  are  notified  of  what  actions  were  taken. 

•  Eastman  patrols  have  been  increased  considerably,  and  excellent  rapport  and 
cooperation  has  been  established  with  Eastman  Security. 

•  New  police  department  call-out  regulations  have  been  instituted  insuring  prompt 
response  to  late-night  resident  complaints. 

•  We  now  provide  a  house-checking  service  for  residents  on  vacation,  or  whose  homes 
are  otherwise  vacant. 

Other  areas,  not  as  visible  to  the  public  at  large,  but  equally  important,  where 
we  are  pleased  to  report  success  are  in  the  level  of  cooperation  we  have  established 
with  the  State  Police,  to  the  extent  that  we  have  executed  several  felony  arrests  together 
in  Grantham,  and  routinely  assist  each  other  on  higher-risk  situations  within  the  town 
limits.  New  police  department  budget  controls  and  procedures  have  also  been  initiated 
which  both  increase  my  abilities  to  control  expenditures  and  also  allow  me  to  fulfill 
better  my  reporting  responsibilities  to  you,  the  residents  of  Grantham  (my  employer). 
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We  have  also  put  in  place  new  training  procedures  for  our  part-time  officers  so  they 
are  functioning  as  more  of  a  cohesive  unit  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 

Because  your  police  department  has  no  full-time  officers  except  myself  and 
because  for  almost  70%  of  the  hours  in  each  day  there  is  no  police  officer  on  regular 
duty,  the  above  successes  would  have  been  impossible  without  your  cooperation  and 
involvement.  Thank  you. 

I  look  forward  to  1989  and  continuing  to  render  the  best,  most  professional  ser- 
vice to  you  and  the  community  of  which  I  am  capable.

REPORT  OF  FORMER  REPRESENTATIVE 
SARA  M.  TOWNSEND 

This  will  be  my  last  annual  legislative  report  to  you. 

How  does  one  express  one's  thanks  to  the  voters  for  returning  me  to  a  job  I 
have  loved  for  eighteen  years?  I  do  not  believe  it  possible  to  find  a  task  more  re- 
warding than  serving  my  town  and  district.  To  try  and  categorize  those  rewards  one 
by  one  would  take  pages  and  pages.  As  I  look  back  over  the  things  I  have  helped 
into  realization,  I  am  overwhelmed.  The  major  glitch  in  an  otherwise  wonderful  ex- 
perience has  been  the  Cornish-Windsor  bridge.  The  politics  involved  have  been 
frustrating  beyond  belief.  I  shall  be  relieved  and  happy  when  the  restoration  is  com- 
plete and  our  bridge  is  back  to  its  useful  life. 

The  1988  session  saw  important  pieces  of  legislation  passed.  It  is  symptomatic 
of  the  times  N.H.  is  in  that  annual  sessions  are  vital,  much  as  our  towns  meet  an- 
nually to  do  their  business.  I  shall  highlight  but  a  few  laws  here,  there  is  a  complete 
list  in  the  Meriden  library. 

There  were  a  number  of  laws  relating  to  child  abuse.  Also,  the  child  support 
enforcement  act  became  law.  This  prevented  N.H.  from  losing  precious  federal  funds 
had  we  waited  until  1989.  Money  was  allocated  to  help  families  with  a  disabled  child 
or  young  adult.  The  "school  dropout"  bill  was  controversial  and  passed  without  the 
provision  which  would  prevent  high  school  students  from  obtaining  a  drivers'  license 
if  they  dropped  out  of  school.  There  is  now,  however,  a  limit  on  the  number  of  hours 
a  student  may  work  during  the  school  week. 

N.H.  now  has  a  much  needed  division  of  securities.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will 
prevent  the  kinds  of  fraud  and  scams  we  have  noted  in  the  past.  We  have  been 
vulnerable  in  this  area  for  too  long.  Also,  we  liberalized  interstate  banking. 
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Two  of  my  bills  were  placed  in  study:  long-term  insurance  for  the  elderly  and 
a  bill  to  prevent  spousal  impoverishment  when  one  spouse  is  in  a  nursing  home.  Those 
committees  are  coming  in  with  legislation.  It  is  important  that  any  long-term  care 
policy  contain  certain  provisions  for  our  N.H.  purchasers.  Both  of  my  bills  will  offer 
a  degree  of  protection  to  the  elderly. 

Every  year  it  seems  that  there  is  something  new  to  worry  about  and  react  to: 
for  example,  radon.  We  passed  a  law  dealing  with  radon  detection  in  the  home.  This 
radon  matter  had  not  been  so  apparent  in  1987.  It  was  good  to  be  in  a  posture  to 
handle  it  in  1988.  Environmental  changes  around  us  make  urgent  demands  on  the 
legislature.  Often  they  cannot  be  put  off  for  eighteen  months.  That  was  the  "old 
way"  with  biennial  sessions.  It  simply  won't  work  any  longer  in  today's  fast  moving 
world. 

In  recent  years  the  federal  government  has  been  "handing-me-down"  more  and 
more  obligations  all  the  time.  Many  people  say  that  it  has  lost  its  political  will  and 
is  becoming  impotent.  Political  scientists  agree  that  the  action  is  now  at  the  state  level. 
Concord  has  never  been  more  important  to  us  at  the  local  level.  If  only  money  would 
accompany  the  mandates  of  the  "Fed." 

Mammograms  for  women  under  the  age  of  45  are  now  covered  by  all  insurance 
companies  issued  in  the  state  of  N.H.  I  suggest  persons  consult  their  physicians  about 
the  details.  We  were  convinced  that  this  law  would  go  a  long  way  toward  detecting 
early  signs  of  breast  cancer.  Of  course,  to  be  successful  a  person  needs  to  have  this 
done.  Having  a  law  is  only  the  start. 

We  have  been  told  that  there  are  about  100,000  persons  in  this  state  without 
access  to  health  care  because  they  lack  health  insurance.  Indigent  care  cost  hospitals 
about  $48  million  in  1987.  The  tab  for  this  was  shifted  to  paying  customers.  Low 
birth-weight  babies  born  to  young  unwed  mothers  have  increased.  There  will  be  a 
bill  to  extend  Medicaid  coverage  to  pregnant  women  and  children  up  to  one  year. 
We  hope  that  this  legislature  will  see  fit  to  allocate  the  needed  dollars  for  them.  It 
would  be  a  saving  of  both  money  and  people  in  the  long  run.  I  shall  follow  these 
measures  from  the  outside  and  do  what  I  can  to  help  them  along. 

Please  pay  attention  to  your  legislature  and  communicate  with  those  who  repre- 
sent you.  Thank  you  all  again  for  eighteen  wonderful  years.  I  couldn't  have  done 
it  without  you.

REPRESENTATIVE  REPORTS 

My  first  report  as  one  of  your  representatives  will  be  short  because,  for  me,  the 
work  has  just  begun.  I  have  been  assigned  a  seat  on  the  House  Judiciary  Committee, 
which  will  be  very  busy  this  term.  For  the  County  Delegation  I  will  be  Chairman 
of  the  Human  Services  Committee.  Our  goal  there  will  be  to  address  the  growing 
problem  of  county  funding  for  programs:  more  and  more  social  services  look  to  the 
county  for  assistance,  and  each  year  the  real  property  tax  burden  becomes  more 
unbearable.  The  time  to  begin  the  process  of  making  informed  political  decisions 
about  what  we  can  and  cannot  do  through  county  funding  is  now. 

I  have  prepared  an  important  piece  of  legislation  limiting  the  liability  of  fire  per- 
sonnel and  rescue  squad  members  acting  within  the  scope  of  their  duties.  If  we  are 
to  continue  relying  on  volunteers  to  help  us  with  this  important  kind  of  work,  we 
must  do  something  to  protect  those  volunteers  from  the  ravages  of  our  current  system 
of  litigation.  My  bill  will  do  that,  and  I'm  hopeful  that  support  and  passage  will  be 
along.

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The  1988  legislative  session  proved  to  be  the  election  year  "horse  race"  I  predicted 
in  my  last  annual  report.  Some  steps  were  taken  to  begin  to  solve  the  state's  afford- 
able housing  problem,  and  a  good  framework  for  dealing  with  the  literacy  and  school 
dropout  problems  was  established  in  the  literacy  bill.  Most  significant,  from  my 
perspective,  was  passage  of  my  committee's  landmark  solid  waste  management  bill 
which  set  recycling  as  the  state's  major  focus  for  reducing  our  2800  ton  per  day  solid 
waste  stream. 

Our  new  governor's  recent  executive  order  directing  state  agencies  to  establish 
recycling  programs  and  purchase  recycled  products  bodes  well  for  state  support  of 
local  solid  waste  management  efforts.  Many  of  the  solid  waste  bills  being  introduced 
in  the  1989  session  should  help  this  effort  considerably.  After  four  years  on  the  En- 
vironment and  Agriculture  Committee,  I  will  now  have  an  opportunity  to  help  for- 
mulate state  spending  policies  on  environmental  programs  as  a  member  of  the 
Resources  Division  of  the  House  Appropriations  Committee.  I  expect  to  be  extremely 
busy,  but  look  forward  to  the  challenge  of  helping  to  insure  adequate  funding  for 
protection  of  our  state's  vital  natural  resources  while  maintaining  fiscal  stability. 

I  have  begun  my  third  term  as  Chairman  of  the  Sullivan  County  Delegation. 
Our  sixteen  member  team  has  seven  highly  qualified  new  members  who  appear  eager 
to  help  the  delegation's  ongoing  drive  to  strengthen  Sullivan  County's  voice  in  Con- 
cord. The  county  budget  continues  to  be  a  problem.  I  hope  taxes  required  to  fund 
the  1989  budget  will  not  exceed  the  cost-of-living  increase.  County  government  does 
not  have  much  capability  to  generate  revenue  other  than  from  taxes.  Hence,  expen- 
ditures, and  thus,  services  must  be  drastically  reduced  if  we  are  to  achieve  this  goal. 

The  delegation  requests  your  views  at  town  meeting  on  three  issues:  (1)  Should 
the  county  adopt  the  fiscal  year  to  replace  the  annual  year  budget  on  which  it  cur- 
rently operates?  Although  the  transition  to  a  fiscal  year  would  require  more,  not  higher, 
tax  revenue  for  the  first  year,  thereafter  the  county  would  save  about  $100,000.00 
each  year  in  interest  costs.  (2)  Should  the  three  county  commissioners  be  elected  on 
a  staggered  basis?  This  would  allow  continuity  of  experience  among  commissioners. 
(3)  Should  the  county  establish  a  county-wide  emergency  services  dispatch  center? 
This  would  require  a  bonded  capital  investment  and  relatively  low  annual  operating 
costs,  and  would  improve  coordination  and  response  time  of  fire,  ambulance  and 
police  services  county-wide  through  use  of  the  91 1  emergency  telephone  number.  Your 
views  as  a  taxpayer  and  voter  will  help  the  delegation  make  objective  decisions  on 
these  important  issues.

The  major  project  for  1988  was  the  reconstruction  of  2,000'  on  Miller  Pond  Road. 
Other  projects  included  culvert  replacement  on  Dunbar  Hill  Road,  Stoney  Brook  Road, 
Burpee  Hill  Road  and  Miller  Pond  Road. 

Drainage  work  was  done  on  Dunbar  Hill  Road,  Howe  Hill  Road,  Miller  Pond 
Road  and  in  Olde  Farms. 

Some  graveling  was  done  on  Olde  Farms  Road,  Dunbar  Hill  Road,  Burpee  Hill 
Road  and  on  Miller  Pond  Road. 

Cold  patching  was  done  on  Dunbar  Hill  Road,  Howe  Hill  Bridge,  Yankee  Barn 
Road,  Old  Route  10  (by  Swenson's)  and  on  Stoney  Brook  Road. 

Grading  was  done  on  all  dirt  roads  and  guardposts  were  replaced  on  Yankee 
Barn  Bridge. 
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The  1984  GMC  dump  truck  was  repainted  and  the  plows  and  sanders  were  sand- 
blasted and  painted. 

A  new  3 IOC  John  Deere  backhoe/loader  was  authorized  by  town  meeting  and 
received  in  time  to  do  many  of  the  projects  listed  above.

THE  NH/VT  SOLID  WASTE  PROJECT 

The  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Project  has  experienced  a  very  busy  and  successful 
year.  The  primary  objective  of  1988  was  the  construction  and  opening  of  the  district's 
ash  landfill.  Construction  actually  began  in  the  fall  of  1987  with  the  completion  of 
initial  roadway  construction  and  land  clearing.  Work  on  the  ash  landfill  was  halted 
for  the  winter  months  and  resumed  in  April  1988.  Construction  of  the  landfill  was 
completed  in  October  1988  and  the  ash  landfill  began  operations  on  October  19,  1988. 
The  total  cost  for  the  ash  landfill  is  approximately  $3.2  million  dollars.  This  is  a  state- 
of-the-art  landfill  with  two  liners,  the  secondary  liner  being  composed  of  two  feet 
of  compacted  soil  and  the  primary  liner  is  a  60  mil  synthetic  liner.  Each  liner  has 
a  leachate  collection  system.  The  landfill  also  has  monitoring  wells  and  leachate  storage 
tanks.  Anyone  interested  in  visiting  the  ash  landfill  or  waste-to-energy  facility  should 
contact  the  Project  office  directly  at  (603)  543-1201. 

The  waste-to-energy  facility  has  been  operating  smoothly  throughout  the  year. 
The  districts  are  presently  working  with  SES  Claremont  Co.,  LP  to  improve  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  plant  in  the  areas  of  moisture  reduction  in  the  ash  and  to  reduce  the 
metal  content  of  the  ash.  The  ash  testing  conducted  on  random  samples  taken  from 
the  waste-to-energy  facility  have  continually  demonstrated  that  the  ash  is  non- 
hazardous.  The  samples  taken  have  passed  E.P.  Toxicity  tests  for  all  twelve  months. 

Financial  problems  beset  the  Project  during  the  opening  months  of  the  year  due 
to  a  large  unexpected  tax  bill  and  a  budgeting  error.  This  was  corrected  by  amending 
the  1988  budget  and  increasing  the  tipping  fee  from  $48.08/ton  to  $60.00/ton  as  of 
August  1,  1988.  While  this  increase  solved  the  cash  flow  problems  being  experienced, 
a  deficit  balance  of  $215,000  incurred  prior  to  August  1,  1988  had  to  be  incorporated 
into  the  1989  budget.  The  tipping  fee  for  1989  will  be  $68.62/ton  effective  February 
1,  1989. 

There  has  been  several  staff  changes  made  in  the  Project  office  this  year.  In  April, 
John  E.  Cook  was  hired  as  the  Project  Director  to  take  the  place  of  Connie  Leach, 
who  left  to  take  a  position  with  the  state  of  Vermont.  Denise  Egbert  was  promoted 
to  Business  Manager.  In  June,  Carl  E.  Hirth  was  hired  to  be  the  Recycling 
Manager/Planner  for  the  districts.  Mr.  Hirth's  initial  task  will  be  to  administer  the 
Vermont  State  Planning  Grant  for  the  Southern  Windsor/Windham  Counties  Solid 
Waste  Management  District.  The  grant  awarded  is  in  the  amount  of  $196,770  and 
is  for  the  purpose  of  writing  the  new  solid  waste  plan  required  by  the  state  of  Ver- 
mont for  the  district.  The  revision  of  this  plan  will  bring  the  district  in  line  with  the 
Vermont  Solid  Waste  Plan  (Act  78).  This  task  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the 
fall  of  1989. 

Recycling  is  a  major  goal  of  the  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Project.  Many  of  the 
member  towns  have  already  instituted  recycling  programs  of  their  own  accord.  These 
towns  include  Cavendish,  Chester,  Ludlow,  Rockingham,  Springfield,  Reading, 
Weathersfield  and  Windsor  in  Vermont;  and  Center  Harbor,  Claremont,  Cornish, 
Grantham,  Plain  field,  Newport,  New  London,  Springfield  and  Sunapee  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  towns  of  Goshen,  Lempster,  Unity  and  Washington  in  New  Hampshire 
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are  presently  uniting  to  begin  the  initial  stages  of  planning  a  recycling  facility  and 
program  for  their  towns. 

The  need  for  more  active  recycling  was  pointed  out  by  the  fact  that  member  towns 
overdelivered  to  the  waste-to-energy  facility  by  2,900  tons  in  1988.  The  districts' 
guaranteed  annual  tonnage  for  1988  was  47,500  tons  and  we  will  deliver  approximately 
50,400  tons.  The  districts  have  elected  to  retroactively  increase  their  guaranteed  an- 
nual tonnage  in  1988  to  50,300  tons  effective  January  1,  1988.  In  1989,  the  districts 
will  request  a  guaranteed  annual  tonnage  of  55,300  to  allow  for  the  accommodation 
of  new  member  towns  and  conditional  members  as  well  as  allow  for  growth  of  cur- 
rent members.  The  Project  has  received  several  requests  from  interested  towns  in  both 
states  seeking  membership  into  the  districts.  As  a  result  of  several  joint  meetings  and 
separate  meetings  of  the  districts,  as  well  as  the  Executive  Committee,  it  was  deter- 
mined that  the  Project  is  interested  in  exploring  the  concept  of  accepting  new  members 
in  1989  and  will  adjust  their  guaranteed  annual  tonnage  accordingly. 

Overall,  this  has  been  a  very  successful  year.  Operations  at  both  the  waste-to- 
energy  facility  and  landfill  are  going  well  and  the  districts'  increased  involvement 
in  recycling  and  total  waste  management  make  our  prospects  for  the  coming  year 
very  active. 


RECYCLING  REPORT 

In  July  the  selectmen  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  need  for  recycling  in 
Grantham  and  ways  to  meet  that  need.  The  committee  has  met  regularly  throughout 
the  summer,  fall  and  winter.  Each  committee  member  has  done  research  on  other 
communities  around  us,  read  the  solid  waste  district  documents,  visited  various  recy- 
cling sites,  read  widely,  and  studied  various  recycling  regulations  and  ordinances. 
In  addition,  Gary  Olson,  Executive  Director  of  New  Hampshire  Resource  Recovery 
Association  (NHRRA),  spoke  and  answered  questions  at  a  public  meeting  in  the  fall. 

The  committee  has  concluded  that  there  is  a  definite  need  for  recycling  in  Gran- 
tham not  only  for  both  "guardian  of  the  environment"  and  good  citizen  reasons, 
but  also  because  of  the  cost  to  dispose  of  a  ton  of  garbage  now  runs  from  $60  to 
nearly  $100,  plus  transportation  charges.  And  there  is  no  possibility  of  costs  doing 
anything  but  escalating.  Also  the  markets  for  recycled  products  are  developing  and 
there  is  a  possibility  that  revenue  can  be  generated  from  what  has  only  been  a  drain 
on  resources  in  the  past.  The  NHRRA  has  contracts  with  several  buyers  of  recycled 
materials  and  will  aid  the  town  in  making  the  most  of  recycling  appropriate  waste 
products. 

The  committee  recommends  that  voluntary  recycling  be  begun  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble time — i.e.  as  soon  as  construction  of  the  necessary  bins  can  be  completed;  that 
the  initial  recycling  program  include  newspaper,  three  kinds  of  glass  (green,  clear, 
brown),  and  aluminum  cans.  It  is  anticipated  that  cardboard,  metal  cans,  and  cer- 
tain plastics  (HDPE  for  example)  be  added  at  a  later  date.  An  application  for  mat- 
ching funds  from  New  Hampshire  the  Beautiful  to  help  establish  and  publicize  the 
recycling  program  is  being  made. 

If  the  town  votes  the  necessary  money  to  implement  the  recycling  program,  the 
committee  recommends  that  the  recycling  committee  be  reconstituted  on  a  perma- 
nent basis  to  assist  the  selectmen  in  the  establishment  of  the  program  including  the 
necessary  construction  and  equipment  procurement,  and  the  education  and  encourage- 
ment of  our  citizens  in  the  required  procedures,  as  well  as  the  possible  development 
of  an  incentive  fee  schedule.

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary  associa- 
tion of  towns  and  cities.

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that  brings 
towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  associating  and  pooling  resources, 
local  governments  have  a  highly  trained  professional  staff  available  to  them  for  a 
wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning,  transportation 
planning,  solid  waste  planning,  master  planning,  environmental  planning,  capital 
budgeting,  historic  preservation,  economic  and  community  development,  housing, 
downtown  revitalization,  fiscal  and  environmental  impact  analysis,  and  site  plan 
review.  Communities  may  also  obtain  the  services  of  a  professional  planner  on  a 
regular  basis  through  a  "circuit  rider"  program.  The  Council  also  serves  as  a  collec- 
tive voice  in  dealings  with  state  and  federal  governments,  protecting  and  furthering 
the  interests  of  our  communities. 

Your  support  enables  the  Council  to  undertake  comprehensive  regional  plan- 
ning and  to  carry  out  projects  and  programs  of  regional  benefit.  Over  the  past  year, 
the  Council: 

•  Finalized  and  adopted  an  updated  Regional  Plan. 

•  Maintained  a  regional  data  base,  and  answered  numerous  requests  for  information. 

•  Continued  full-time  efforts  to  coordinate  solid  waste  issues  in  the  region. 

•  Continued  efforts  to  coordinate  recycling  programs  among  a  number  of  towns. 

•  Continued  to  sponsor  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
program. 

•  Concluded  a  pilot  study  utilizing  computerized  mapping  on  a  geographic  informa- 
tion system  (GIS),  developing  an  overlay  system  for  site  analysis. 

•  Participated  in  configuring  and  acquiring  computerized  mapping  systems  for  use 
throughout  New  Hampshire. 

•  Continued  historic  preservation  efforts  in  several  towns. 

•  Completed  a  number  of  Water  Quality  Management  Plans  for  inclusion  in  town 
Master  Plans  under  NH  Chapter  167. 

•  Participated  in  ongoing  discussions  and  forums  regarding  implementation  of  Act 
200,  the  new  comprehensive  planning  legislation,  in  Vermont. 

•  Participated  in  the  Vermont  Act  250  environmental  review  process. 

•  Continued  to  provide  support  for  an  economic  development  agent  in  Sullivan  Coun- 
ty, to  help  retain  and  expand  employment  opportunities  in  the  area. 

•  Distributed  summaries  of  new  and  amended  legislation. 

•  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  NH  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series. 

•  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  VT  planning  training  series. 

•  Completed  the  Upper  Valley  Transportation  Study.  This  involved  coordinating  local 
municipalities,  state  agencies,  and  private  consultants. 

•  Used  the  computer  model  developed  during  the  Upper  Valley  Transportation  Study 
to  assess  the  traffic  impacts  of  several  large  proposed  development  projects. 

•  Provided  technical  assistance  to  Advance  Transit  and  County  Coach. 
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•  Helped  several  communities  and  Sullivan  County  administer  state  and  federal  grant 
funds  for  Community  Development  Block  Grants.  These  grants  are  bringing  over 
$1.1  million  into  the  region.  Only  three  of  the  nine  regional  planning  agencies  in 
New  Hampshire  provide  this  service. 

•  Worked  closely  with  the  Upper  Valley  Community  Land  Trust,  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands,  and 
the  Connecticut  River  Watershed  Council  to  protect  open  space  and  conserve  im- 
portant parcels  of  land. 

•  Helped  to  establish,  administer,  and  support  the  Connecticut  River  Valley  Resource 
Commission.  This  new  commission  allows  New  Hampshire  towns  in  the  Connec- 
ticut River  Valley  to  join  together  in  addressing  issues  such  as  growth,  develop- 
ment, and  preservation  of  the  natural  environment. 

•  Met  repeatedly  with  state  officials  and  agency  representatives  to  influence  policy 
and  help  keep  the  region  an  active  participant  in  many  ongoing  programs. 

•  Provided  consultation  and  help  to  over  two-thirds  of  the  local  communities. 

The  Council  also  provides  specific  services  to  communities  on  a  contract  basis. 
As  requested  by  the  communities,  the  Council  conducted  impact  studies  regarding 
proposed  development,  amendments/updates  to  local  ordinances  and  regulations, 
new  ordinances,  capital  improvements  programs,  and  general  mapping,  drafting,  and 
other  technical  assistance. 

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  looks  forward  to  serving  your  com- 
munity during  the  coming  year.

Seconded  by 
Frances  Hastings.  Taylor  said  there  was  a  duplication  of  Kindergarten  teacher's  salary. 
Mrs.  Schotanus  explained  it  did  not  show  in  proposed  budget.  Charles  Amick  stated 
he  thought  there  was  a  conflict  of  interest  with  a  librarian  that  sells  books  and  why 
so  many  new  books  stored  away  unused.  Suggested  School  Board  search  for  more 
ways  to  support  budget  requests.  Question  moved.  Secret  ballot:  129  votes,  63  yes, 
66  no.  Amended  motion  defeated.

57  yes,  52  no.  Affirmative  vote.  Article  as  amended  voted  on  by  secret  ballot.  Coun- 
ting by  Clerk  and  Supervisors  of  Checklist:  84  yes,  60  no. 

Article  V.  Jane  Underhill  made  a  motion  to  accept  as  written.  Seconded  by  Kathi 
Osgood.  Affirmative  vote. 

Article  VI.  Motion  to  adjourn  by  Kathi  Osgood.  Seconded  by  Ella  Reney.  Af- 
firmative vote. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  pm. 

Upon  a  second  count  of  ballots  after  meeting,  it  was  noted  an  error  had  been 
made.  With  Officer  Steve  Bailey  present,  the  Clerk,  Moderator  and  Supervisors  of 
the  Checklist  recounted  the  ballots  again  and  checked  the  checklists.  There  were  125 
votes  cast  with  65  yes,  60  no.  The  previous  tally  showed  Yes  43,  19,  22  for  84  votes 
and  No  19,  41  for  60.

HEAD  TEACHER'S  REPORT 


As  of  January,  1989,  there  were  85  children  enrolled  In  the  Grantham  School 
District  at  the  Kindergarten  through  sixth  grade  levels.  The  distribution  of 
students  was  as  follows: 

24  students  in  Kindergarten  (13  from  Grantham,  10  from  Springfield) 

9  students  In  Grade  One 

10  students  in  Grade  Two 

10  students  In  Grade  Three 

9  students  In  Grade  Four 

10  students  in  Grade  Five 

13  students  In  Grade  Six 

On  January  23,  1989,  the  Kindergarten  class  was  divided  Into  two  sessions,  one 
morning  and  one  afternoon.  Previously,  there  was  only  one  morning  session  of 
Kindergarten. 
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The  Staff  has  been  developing  curriculum  guides  for  the  District  In  the  areas 
of  Language  Arts,  Art,  Music,  and  Health.  The  Staff  has  attended  conferences  and 
lnservlce  workshops  to  assist  them  In  the  development  of  these  guides. 
Furthermore,  through  the  use  of  block  grant  funds,  an  expert  In  the  field  of  Whole 
Language  will  be  working  directly  with  the  teaching  staff  In  the  development  of  the 
Language  Arts  curriculum  and  then  In  training  the  Staff  to  Implement  the  new 
material . 

Parent  and  resident  Involvement  In  the  school  has  Increased  this  year.  The 
Grantham  Parent  Teacher  Group  Is  very  active  and  a  number  of  residents  have 
volunteered  their  time  to  work  with  the  children  In  the  classrooms.  This  type  of 
support  Is  greatly  appreciated  by  all. 

In  conclusion,  the  Staff  and  SAL)  Administration  are  working  to  maintain  and 
improve  upon  our  previous  gains  In  regards  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of 
Education's  educational  standards  for  elementary  schools.  Once  again  this  year, 
the  Town  of  Grantham  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  Its  School  District  and  all  people 
associated  wi  th  it.

Chapter  I  -  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program 

Chapter  I  refers  to  federal  legislation  that  channels  tax  dollars  to  local 
school  districts  for  compensatory  education.  It  provides  an  opportunity  for 
eligible  students  in  Grantham  to  receive  supplementary  Instruction  in 
reading  and  oral  language.  Although  the  amount  of  money  a  district  receives 
is  determined  by  the  number  of  low  income  families,  student  participation 
Is  based  solely  on  educational  need. 

After  students  are  tested  and  found  eligible  to  receive  Chapter  I  services, 
they  are  Involved  In  activities  that  help  to  Improve  language  and  reading 
skills.  They  work  with  the  reading  teacher  individually  or  in  small  groups 
for  an  average  of  30  minutes  a  day,  3-4  times  a  week.  This  individualized 
approach,  coordinated  with  regular  classroom  lessons,  Is  designed  to  help 
students  master  the  basic  skills  necessary  for  future  school  success.  At 
present,  funding  allows  for  Chapter  I  to  provide  services  to  four  children  in 
grades  2-6. 

The  Chapter  I  program  In  Grantham  meets  the  needs  of  those  children  In  the 
district  who  most  require  extra  help  in  reading.  It  accomplishes  this 
through  the  cooperation  of  parents,  teachers  and  administration.
